Accordingly the president and the 
entire board put in their appearance at 
the appointed time. The chairman of 
the committee opened the hearing by 
[placing on the stand, the state engineer 
who took the samples of water from 
the creek, for analysis, some few weeks 
ago. He testified to the. conditions as 
he found them, and stated that the 
analysis proved that the sanitary con- 
ditions here were very bad. D. A. 
Williams and H. Bock, upon whose com- 
plaint the investigation was begun, 
were present, arid by their testimony, 
backed up the statements set forth in 
the original complaint, Mr. Emerson 
was then, called upon and he testified 
that he had already made a survey of 
the village, having been employed by 
the board to do' so, with the idea, of in r 
stalling a sewer system, and he also 
explained just how far the matter had 
progressed. 

The members of the'board were then 
given an opportunity, to present their 
side of the case and advance their rea : 
sons, if. any they had, why a-sewer 
shoul not be installed in the streets at 
the earliest possible date. None- of 
the board appeared to be in a talkative 
mood, but one was heard to say that he 
didn,t think it could be done this fall. 
The chairman .of the commission then 
handed out his ultimatum and in' plain 
terms ordered the board to abate the 
nuisance of a poluted creek before 
June 1, 1917, as he considered that am- 
ple time to get a sewer installed. 

The situation Ib now in the hands of 
the Btate. The state says clean up 
Sequoit creek in nine months time. 
We have no voice and no choice in the 
matter. Our village board must obey 

the instructions they have received, or 
be held in contempt, which would mean 
a costly litigation for our village, and 
submission, in the end.

FAILS TO HEAR 

TRAIN; DEATH IS 

INSTANTANEOUS 

To the Soo Line is charged up^anoth- 
er life, taken late Sunday night at 
Grayslake. The%ictim of the unfor- 
tunate circumstances was Enoch Tur- 
pin, 50 years old and one of the sewer 
gang now working in that village. 

Turpin was killed while he was walk- 
ing up the track, evidently deaf to' the 
sound of the northbound passenger 
train which was approaching from the 
rear. The man was thought to have been 
intoxicated, having just returned from 
a two day's stay in Chicago, where, ac- 
cording to accounts, he had loaded up 
heavily with the cup that cheers. 

When the engine struck him, he was 
thrown sixty feet and instantly killed. 
His neck was broken, several ribs 
crushed in pressing on his heart, the 
left arm broken and the shoulder frac- 
tured. 

Turpin had been living under an as- 
sumed name for reasons best known to 
himself, traveling under the cognomen 
of Clarke. Letters found in his pocket 
however, identified him as Turpin. The 
messages were from two sisters and 
from a son. Inference is that his wife 
was dead. 

After;the identification had been es- 
tablished,- the authorities at once got 
into touch with the relatives in Indiana 
and pjan is to send the body there, 
shipping, it from Grayslake. Inquest 
was held in the Strang undertaking 
rooms Tuesday atternoon.

VERA CRUZ INCIDENT. 



In the Spring of 1014, occur- 
red the capture of Vera Cruz. 
Men from one of our ships hod 
been arrested at Tampion and 
had been discharged with an 
apology; Bui our Admiral de- 
manded n salute, which was re- 
fused. Thereupon the President 
went to Congress, asking au- 
thority to use the armed forces 
of Hie United States.- Without 
waiting for the passage of the 
resolution. Vera Cruz was seiz- 
ed. It appeared that u shipload 
of ammunition for Iluerta was 
about to enter that port. There 
was a nururul opposition to this 
Invns'on imd a battle occurred 
In which nineteen Americans 
and over a. hundred Mexicans 
wer» killed. This, of, course 
was war. OUr dead soldiers 
were praised for dying like 
heroes In u . war of service. 
Later, we retired from Vera 
Cruz, giving up this noble, war- 
fare. We had not obtained the 
snlute which was demanded. 
We had not obtained repara- 
tion for affronts.. The ship with 
Ammunition] which could not 
land nt Vera Cruz had soon 
landed nt another ^port, and lis 
cargo was delivered to llueiti. 
without Interference. Recently 
the naked truth was admitted 
by n Cabinet otllcer. We lire 
now Informed that "we did not 
go to Vera Cruz,to force Uiiertri 
to salute the ting." We are 
told that we went there "to 
show Mexico that we were In , 
earnest In our demnnd that 
Huera must go."

Boys and girls lucky enough to .'at- 
tend the Illinois stnte fair schools this 
year will have tjie treat of their Uvea. 
The fair dates are September 15 to 23. 
The programs arranged for this year 
nro more Instructive and entertaining 
than any In the six years* history of 
the schools. Only the best educators 
will be Ju charge. 

The entire enrollment of the boys' 
state fair Is 1,249 boys. Two or more 
boys according to the population will 
be selected this year from each county, 
according to the population, while 25 
will be admitted from Cook county and 
25 from the state at large. 

The aim of the school Is to offer a 
well-selected body of' young men to 
work under systematic study and ob- 
servation, observing the agricultural, 
live stock and' mechanical exhibits nt 
the stnte fair. The result Is that the 
people of the state are more fully. In- 
terested In the achievements of the 
state as shown In its greatest exhibit. 
In ench county a committee com- 
posed Of the superintendent of schools, 
chairman of the board of supervisors 
nnd president of the county farmers' 
Institute has been assigned to pass on 
boys who wish to attend the state fair 
school. 

Two special pilzes are offered for 
the 11)10 fair. Both the city nnd coun- 
try boy making the best reporfon the 
school, will receive u medal nnd $10 in 
cash. The honor Is well worth trying 
for. 

The school Is under the department 
of education nnd under the direct su- 
pervision of Dr. J. D. Robertson. The 
members of the commission in charge 
are Hon. Francis G. Blair, state su- 
perintendent of public Instruction; 
George F. Tullbck, president of form- 
ers' Institute, Bockfbrd; Dr. Eugene 
Duvenporl, dean of the college of agri- 
culture', Urhaiia; Prof*. Edgnr C. I'rultt, 
county superintendent of schools, 
Springfield, nnd II. A. McKeene, secre- 
tary of the boys' stnte fnlr school, 
Springfield. 

The girls' domestic science nnd 
household training school Is also re- 
ceiving special attention this year. 
TheWomnn's building lins been refill- 
Islictl nnd Is n nice plnco for the scores 
of young Indies to take nVvncntion, In- 
cidentally learning household problems 
under the eye of trained experts. ' Tho 
school will be In session from Septem- 
ber 7 to September 22. 

All the problems In household work, 
Including proper sanitary -measures, 
the preparation of wellrbnlariced diets 
nnd the care of the home, both with 
tho view of cleanliness and family hap- 
piness, will be given consideration by 
tho Instructors. The girls always re- 
port n happy nnd gndnful time from 
their work In the school.

Unwise City Administrations. 
Any city administration whose nets 
are prompted \if petty Jealousies and 
whose olliclals, either elected or ap- 
pointed, refrain from performing the 
duties they owe the people because of 
those* jealousies, ought to be Im- 
peached. Honest, efficient service can- 
not be rendered the people when their 
jpubllc servants have such a narrow 
vision that they fall to appreciate the 
value of public opinion, nnd therefore 
commit those acts which prove that 
such narrowness of vision really ex- 
ists. The public servants who accom- 
plish public good are men of broad 
vision, whose first aim Is real public 
service, ami not self-advertising ami 
personal glorification. Jealousy can 
allow murderers to escape; permit In- 
competents to remain In office; create 
Inefficiency In official labors, and bring 
about a chaotic condition so apparent 
to the people that they cannot fall to 
see it. Some cities are today suffer- 
ing from just such causes.— South Bend 
Tribune. 



PUN YOUR HOUSE WISELY 

Your Own Interests and the Interest* 

of the City Alike Demand Caro 

in Building. 

One factor often overlooked in Ox* 
Ing the value of a house Is the mis- 
takes in Judgment that often occur in 
planning and locating it. 

"You have often heard the remark; 
•There stands a $5,000 house on a 
$3,000 street," 

Meaning that while the house point- 
ed out cost $5,000 to build, the other 
houses on , the street average only 
$3,000. 

Such mistakes In Judgment In build- 
ing would be less frequent If twtf 
Ideas were ■kept In mind by more pee* 
pie when building. 

Iteul estate men have found that, 
as a general rule, a ratio of about three 
to one should exist between the value 
of a single family dwelling and ttxa 
value of the land It occupies. 

Also, houses should be made to, har- 
monize with other buildings In thtf 
block. Keep these two facts In mind' 
when buying. 

Then— fine houses are sometimes 
built near undesirable surroundings, 
such as noisy factories, livery stables 
nnd the like — which are sure to lessen 
the value of the house. 

Under mistakes in planning comes 
the "freak" house, built to suit soma 
man's personal whim. Such a houso 
may be very costly and yet not at oil 
salable. 

The cost of unusual or unduly or- 
nate fixtures and decorations Is gen- 
erally disregarded In fixing the value 
of a building. 

These things must all be considered 
in fixing the value of a house — in con- 
nection with the cost to replace, de- 
preciation and obsolescence, If tiny.

OWADAYS a poetic genius doesn't 
look like one. On the street, you 
might guess him to be u business 
man or n lawyer or n preacher or 
a photographer. Not since the 
time of Eil gar Allan Poo have real 
poets worn their hair loag — as In 
the comic pictures — or affected 
the soulful expression. Nowadays 
when a man wears his hair llko 
Spanish moss on a Florida oak he 
is suspected of being hard up. And 
if he exhibits what Is supposed to 




be his soul by certain shifting and staring of his 
eyes he is pitied as one whose mental gearing 
has sand In It. 

Bliss Carman, former editor of the Independent 
and a poet of note, was one of James Whltcomb 
lllley's closest friends. After the Indiana 
songster's death on July 2,1, Carman told much 
nbout IUIey to Mr. Joyce Kilmer of the New York 
Times Magazine and Mr. Kilmer in turn told it 
to the public. 

Some 30 years ago Carman was Introduced to 
the already famous Uoosler. Riley's keen bird- 
like eyes- surveyed the tall frame of the new and 
young acquaintance: "Gosh, you're a stalwart, 
ain't ye?" he remarked, grinning. "I guess your 
parents must have trained you on a trellis." 

Then, as reported by Mr. Kilmer, Carman went 
on to say: 

"The next time I saw Riley was In Philadelphia. 
I went to read before the Browning society, and 
I don't mind telling you that I was scared to 
death. When I got out all alone on the stage and 
saw a thousand people staring up at me I felt 
more like running away than doing anything else. 
But when I saw Riley down In the audience, 
looking at mo In his qunlnt, friendly way, then 
I felt nil right. I wasn't afraid to read my 
poetry to Riley. 

"After the reading was over Riley tucked me 
under his arm and said: 'Now, let's get around 
to the hotel and we'll take off our shoes nnd 
get a chew of tobacco and be comfortable.' 

"You know, such remarks as this were all the 
more piquant because Riley was so very punc- 
tilious and scrupulous In all his personal habits. 
He always was immaculately dressed. I never 
knew him even to make so much of a conces- 
sion to comfort as to put on a smoking Jacket 
or a lounge coat. But he liked to go to his room 
nnd stretch himself on his bed and talk. And 
he never talked about anything but literature, 
chiefly poetry. 

"Riley had a great fund of knowledge of 
poetry nnd knew lots of out-of-the-way homely 
verse. Ho delighted particularly In ridiculously 
bad newspaper verse. 

"Riley liked to read poetry aloud. When I went 
to his house of an evening, he generally was wait- 
ing for me with some favorite book, ready to 
read aloud.*' 

"What sort of poetry did he prefer?" 

"His tastes covered a wide range. Two poets 
to whom he was especially devoted were Long- 
fellow nnd Swinburne. 

"Riley liked Longfellow's directness nnd sim- 
plicity. Tho things that pleased him In Swin- 
burne's work were the music anil the deft crafts- 
manship. 

"After Riley had received his degrees from 
some of tho colleges, he seemed to feel that he 
onght to be known as a poet, rather than as a 
humorist and writer of dialect verse. He tried 
hard to live up to the name of poet, and wanted 
his nonsenso rhymes of his vagabondage forgot- 
ten.'' Yet his vernacular verse, or, as he called It, 
his dialect verse, was his chief contribution to 
literature. 

"Riley was Just a poet That was all he ever 
enred to be. He was not Interested In anything 
hot poetry. He knew nothing of politics— lie had 
not voted for 30 years. And ns for philosophy, 
he had ' nothing but contempt for the modern 
thinkers. 

"There was something very pathetic and charm- 
ing about Riley's tenacity in holding the serious 
poet pose. His nonsense was Just one of his ways 
of writing which happened to prove popular; 
when he got a chance to write In another way 
how eagerly he seized It, nnd how persistently he 
clung to it! 

"His lost years were the happiest of his life. 
I think. He had his own car nnd rode around 
Indianapolis and Its suburbs every day, generally 
taking with him some friend. He was honored 
and loved, and I think he felt that life had been 
good to him. 

"Riley's father was a lawyer. His grandfather 
came to Indiana from Pennsylvania. His grand- 
mother on his mother's side was Pennsylvania 
Dutch. His father was Irish. 

"Riley had many prejudices. He disliked Poc 
very much. He disliked Poe's character so much 
that he could hardly read his poetry. Of course, 
lie must have liked Poe's music and splendid 
metrical effects. 

"Of course, you know the story of Riley's fn- 
,mous Imitation of Poo? He had taken a position 
on the staff of an Anderson, Ind., paper, and tho 
editor of o rival paper kept ridiculing him. Itlley 
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wanted to get even with him, so he -wrote hla 
Imitation of Poe, nnd had it published In n paper 
In another part of the state with an elnbornte 
story about tho discovery of the manuscript. 

"At once It made a great sensation all over 
the country. It made so great a sensation that 
Riley was terrified, and feared that he would he 
accused of literary forgery. Meanwhile the edi- 
tor of the rival pupor wrote: 'No doubt our young 
friend Riley will belittle this poem and say it is 
not the work of Poe. But It is Poe, and Poe's 
best manner.' The sensation grew to such pro- 
portions that Riley had to confess thnt he had 
written tho poem. And then the editor of the 
pnper discharged Riley because he had not pub- 
lished It In his paper. 

"Then the Indianapolis Journal' gave him a Job, 
which he held for years. He wrote reams of 
nonsense verse, and wrote up In verse the shops 
of the merchants who advertised In the Journal. 

"Riley's first book was called 'The Old Swim- 
mln* Hole and 'Leven More Poems.' He pub- 
lished It himself. It sold so well that It was soon 
taken over by n publisher, and passed through 
many editions. 

"Riley's exquisite penmnnshlp showed the enro 
with which he wrote. Originally he wrote a care- 
less nnd rather Illegible script, but he had so 
much difficulty In getting the printers to read his 
writing, and printing his dialect verse correctly, 
thnt he took up the study of penmanship. He 
was careful always to get the dialect of one 
part of Indiana as distinct from the dialect of 
any other part. 

"'Any man's character,' he said, Ms best re- 
membered, I suppose, by some of his habitual 
gestures and expressions.' I remember Riley as 
very deliberate In his motions, especially In his 
last years. Smooth shaven, ruddy, well groomed, 
he looked like n benign old English bishop more 
thnn anything else." 

Mr. Don Marquis of the New York Sun aptly 
considers Riley and his poetry from an entirely 
different angle. 

"James Whltcomb Riley." says he, "was the 
companion of fairies In Arcady; for the Hoosler 
belongs to a race apart. And while some are 
captured and broken to trade, the gentle poet? 
escaped and kept always the vision of hidden 
things." 

With these prefatory remarks the writer goes 
on with his essay: 

"There are two sorts of Indlnnnn— the ordinary 
Indlnnnn, who Is not so very different from tho 
Ohlonn or the Illlnolsnn. nnd the Hoosler. 

"The Hoosler belong not merely to a race apart, 
but to a separate species. He Is human, but 
with a difference: he Is nware of the kinship 
between humanity and the so-called lower ani- 
mals (and even the plnnts nnd streams) on the 
one side, nnd on the other side of the kinship of 
humanity with the, elves. 

"When tho moon turns the mists to sliver and 
the owls wall nnd the frogs wake up along the 
creeks nnd Inkes and the fnlrles saddle and bridle 
the fireflies and mount them and go whirring nnd 
flashing off In senrch of nlry adventures tho 
Hooslers steal out of the farmhouses nnd ham- 
lets and creep down to the bottom lands and 
dance nnd sing and cavort under the summer 
stars. They do so secretly, dodging the mere hu- 
mans, for secrecy Is the essence of their midnight, 
whimsical revels. 

"Tn the dnytlme they pretend they are Just 
ordinary Indlnnnns; their own brothers nnd 
mothers mny not realize that they are Hooslers. 

"But In Indiana, ns elsewhere, there Is business 
and the need to nttend to It. There must hnve 
been even In Arcady— somebody owned the flocks 
and herds of Arcndy. and turned thern Into 
butcher's meat nnd leather, nnd the shepherds 
only piped on the sufferance of their commercial- 



minded masters. These Hooslers, these wild bards 
and prancing, long-legged lovers of the moon, are 
often captured and broken and tamed to trade 
and Industry by the more sordid citizenry. They 
are yoked to the .handle end of the plow, 
chained to the desk; by the hundreds nnd thou- 
sands they become clerks and salesmen and rail- 
road presidents and novelists nnd business men 
of all sorts. , 

"James Whltcomb Riley was a Hoosler who 
happily escaped ; he was never captured, never 
enslaved; the things hidden from the rest of us, 
or revealed only In • flashes," remembered but 
vaguely from the days of our own happy Hoosler- 
dom, he continued to see steadily; he lived among 
them fnmlllnrly to the end, and until the end 
was their Interpreter to us. 

" 'Bud come here to your uncle a spell,' says 
Riley In effect, 'and I'll show you not only a fairy, 
bitf a fairy who has for the moment chosen to be 
just ns much of a Hoosler as the Raggedy Man, 
or Orphant Annie, or Old Klngry, or the folks at 
Grlggsby Station.' 

"The critics and the learned doctors of liter- 
ature are already debating as to whether Riley 
had Imagloation or only fancy. (It would be a 
terrible calnmlty to some of them If they said 
It was Imagination nnd It wns ofllclally declared 
later to be merely fancy; thatf Is the sort of 
mistake thnt damns a critic and makes the sons 
and grandsons of critics meek, hacked, apolo- 
getic young men.) And doubtless the point Is ex- 
ceedingly Important. For if n poet has imagi- 
nation they say his work Is significant. And If 
he has only fancy his work is not significant. 

"The chief merit of Riley's dialect verse— 
which Is the most popular part of his production 
nnd the part with which the critics chiefly con- 
cern themselves— Is Its effectiveness ns a medium 
for character portrayal. Whimsical, lovable, 
homely, racy, quaint, salty, pathetic, humorous, 
tender are his dialect poems; essentlnlly, he hns 
shown us life as a superior writer of prose 
sketches might do, adding the charm of his lyri- 
cism. 

"But, personnlly, we never like him so well as 
when he Is writing sheer moonlight and music. 
Probably no poet who ever- wrote English— cer- 
tninly no American poet — got more luscious lan- 
guage than Riley. A sweetness that Is not so 
sugary thnt It cloys, having always a winy tang. 
For Instance, from *The Flying Islands of the 
Night :' 

*. . .In lost hours of lute nnd song, 
When he wns hut} n prince? — I but n mouth 
For him to lift up slpplngly nnd drain 
To his most ultimate of stammering sobs 
And maudlin wanderings of blinded breath • 

"There Is no better evidence of the genuine- 
ness of Riley's sentiment, partlculnrly In tho dia- 
lect poems, thnn the discretion with which ho 
touches the pnthetlc chord when' he touches It 
at all. One of the most popular poems he ever 
wrote wns 'Old-Fashioned Roses/ nnd one word 
too much, one pressure the least bit too Insistent 
would have mnde the thing ns offensive as a 
vaudeville ballad. The taste which told him to 
be simple and the sincerity which, begat the 
taste save the verses from the repronch. 

"Ills verses for chlldrep and about children 
could only have been written by a man whoso 
love nnd understanding of children wns real, for 
children are quick to detect and repudiate any- 
thing of tho sort that Is 'pumped up' for effect, 
nnd they contributed enormously to the general 
feeling of nffoetlon for him. The regard of the 
children wns In n way a testimonial to his per- 
sisting youthfulness of spirit; he was still their 
plnymnte; perhaps It Is an earnest of Immor- 
tality. If Immortality can be. Certainly love en- 
dures longer than anything else, and this man 
with the childlike sweetness In his imil goes 
from us 16ved ns few men have been."

Some years ago, so the, story goes, 
a farmer, while feeding his. pips;

The pig was 
killed at once nnd cut open, and tho 
pulp wns found. This wns sent to tho

When should bulbs be planted? Is a 
question often asked. Bulbs should bo 
|put Into the ground ns soon ns they 
can be procured from the dealer. This 
is generally In September or October. 
.The impression prevails to a large 
extent that bulbs can be planted any 
time during the fall. That Is, that it 
is safe to put them out any time be- 
fore the ground freezes. 

This -Is a mistake which grows out 
of a lack of knowledge of the plant's 
habits. 

A bulb makes an annual growth of 
roots during the fall. These ure the 
roots which support It next spring 
while It Is blooming. 

Unless this root-growth Is com- 
pleted In the fall It will glvo a crop 
of inferior (lowers, as the incomplete 
work of autumn Will be taken up whore 
it was interrupted by cold weather 
and carried on to completion while the 
plant Is trying to produce a crop of 
flowers. ' 

This makesjt nttempt to do double 
duty on a slender stock of vitality. 
Late, planted bulbs, therefore, should 
always give us Inferior flowers, and 
often none at all. * 

This explulns why it Is advisable to 
plant bulbs as early In the fall as pos- 
s i#$kiv Glvo them ample time to de- 
| »jiop tlelr, roots before cold weather 
;u(.s an end to the work of the season 
mi you TtTuft them to give you the 
Blowers n

HOW TOJJSE A HOE 

So many people havo a horror of 
'using a hoo. It is tho most comforta- 
ble implement to bo found In tho 
* /equipment of a gardoner or farmor. 
|u Jt is so handy to uso for so many pur- 
poses that one cannot get along with- 
out it. 

Probably one reason that people do 
not like a hoo is that most hoes ox- 
plain at onco how "dull as a hoo" camo 
into proverbial uso. 

A dull hoe Is certainly not a pleasant 

implement with which to work. Tho 

good gardener will keop his favorlto 

■a hoo tiled to a sharp edge all tho time. 

3 It Is impossiblo to grind a hoe on a 

| grindstone becauso the level must bo 

on tho upper side of tho blade when 

it la in use, in order to make tho hoo 

"blto" into tho soil. 

File your hoo, making tho hovel 
about twico as wide as the thickness 
of the blade. Then keep it» bright, 
and when you go out after weeds tho 
hoo slips through the soil so easily 
that hoeing is not much .like hard 
work. 

In hoeing, a long, slow movement 
should bo made, If the soil is In good 
condition. Simply "sculling" half an 



ground In one day if .tho hoo is. sharp 
and bright and the strokes long and 
smooth. 

With a sharp hoe one" can cut this- 
tles, dock, dandelions and other nox- 
ious weods with quickness, dispatch 
and ease. It is light to handle, easy 
to uso and moro effective- than any 
other implomont for many purposes. 

In choosing* a hoe, select one tho 
blade of which lies not quite flat on 
tho floor when you are standing erect, 
with tho hoo handle extending from 
your hands when in working position 
to tho floor. The heel of the hoo 
should not qulto touch* the floor from 
this position. 

Such a hoe will bite into the soil 
easily, when it is bright and sharp, 
and will work smoothly and effective- 
ly. 

Sharpen tho hoo tis soon as It gets 
noticeably dull. This will bo hard on 
tho hoe, but it saves muBcle, and hoes 
are cheap. 

Carry a small flat file in your hip 
pocket, and do not allow a nick to stay 
in the hoo a minute after It is made.

WORK WITH SICK PLANTS 



Christmas cactus needs but little" 
root room and the soil should be por- 
ous, rnther^sandy with good drainage. 
It Is liable to lose Its roots/If kept too 
wet 

Wnterlng a cactus too freely some- 
times causes It to rot ofT at the base. 
Take the plant off, cut away the de- 
cayed part with a sharp knife, let It 
dry a few hours, then insert a half 
inch, in moist sand, and It will throw 
out new roots. It can then be re- 
potted. 

~Cactuses, as a' rule, are injured by 
too free watering during winter. 

If your plants get broken, If it is 
not entirely separated from the main 
stalk, straighten* it back into position 
carefully and wind a narrow strip of 
cloth around the break, as you would 
bandnge a broke limb. Leave one end 
of tho strip long enough to fasten \p u 
flender stake set upright In the pot to 
hold the plant. Wet tho bandage thor- 
oughly every day and leave until you 
are sure tho brenk is healed. 

Sometimes a good treatment of let- 
ting alone Is the best thing that can 
be given a discouraged or sulky plant 
Many things are killed by kindness or 
what Is intended to be such. 

Gas-heated rooms unless well ventil- 
ated are bad for plants. 

Keep the plants clean nnd whole- 
some. Dust and disease go together. 

Clogged drainage and too liberal wa- 
tering will sour the soli, ruin the foli- 
age or kill the plant.

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London.— The hardest part about 
flylug in war Is the thinking that a 
flying man has to do. Here's the idea 
in an English flying man's own words : 

"There isn't enough to keep a man's 
mind busy In the air since the war 
has developed the aeroplane. In the 
old days of the aeroplane there were 
so many things a flying man had to 
watch that he didn't have time to wor- 
ry about what might huppen to him. 
But In these days sitting in your ma- 
chine Is about like sitting on a log 
and waiting for something to happen. 

"We don't have to use our hands 
us we used to. There is only one lev- 
er, and you doa't have to watch that 
very closely. You can fly for hours 
without huving your bund on it. You 
can write or read or smoke, und un- 
less you touch the lever to change Its 
position you will fly along at the same 
level Indefinitely owing to the self- 
stablllzatlon of the machine. 

Look Down; Watch Shells. 

"So, with your attention only mildly 
occupied, you keep looking down over 
the edge to see what's happening. You 
get to watching the wires and wonder- 
ing what would happen If a bullet cut 
one of them. You look at the frail 
irons and consider how frail they real- 
ly are. Shrapnel is breaking below- 
you and around you, perhaps. That's 
a dally occurrence. There's no use 
of trying to dodge it for by doing so 
you may only run into it 

"So there you sit Imagining all sorts 
of horrible possibilities. You've been 
told to go to a certain place and then 
return. Your route Is all laid out for 
you und your duties are so simple and 
easy that while you're performing 
them you have a thousand times too 
much spare time for thought and wor- 
ry. As for myself, I'd much rather 
have the aeroplane a less simple af- 
fair, just to have my attention occu- 
pied. An imagination is a curse to, a 
flier." 7 

And then there's the problem of the 
whirling compass. 

An airman flies into a cloud; sud- 
denly the finger of his compass be- 
gins to whirl around like a clock 
gone mad. Scientists say it doesn't 
whirl, but so many English airmen 
have had the experience that even 
the scientific men are wondering 
whether tho phenomenon isn't worth 
studying. 

The Whirling Compass. 

Here's a flying man's side of It: 

"My compass finger has whirled like 
a top when I have gone Into a cloud. 
It's enough to turn you demented. 
It's bad enough, goodness knows, to 
be lost In u cloud, but to have your 
compuss go buck on you at the same 
time Is too much. Our scientific In- 
structors tell us that the compass 
doesn't change but -that we lose our 
heads when wo get Into the mist and 
chunge our courses without realizing 
It, so that the compass Indicator 
changes naturally. 

"But In some clouds your compass 
doesn't change. It remains as steady 
as it wus in tho sunshine. Why should 
a filer Jiggle his course unknowingly 
In one cloud and not In another? My 
opinion is that there are certain kinds 
of clouds that are charged with elec- 
tricity. In such clouds your compass 
goes crazy. In other words, where 
electricity is not present your compass 
behaves Itself." 

How fur are the clouds above the 
earth? 

As high above as we wish to climb. 
But the chief question with a flying 
man" Is how low the clouds are. A 
crack English flier told the correspond- 
ent something about low clouds. 

"You may be walking along the 
street on a heavy day and, looking up, 
may think that the clouds are miles 
high. As a matter of fact they may be 
only 200 or 300 feet above you. That's 
tho kind of a day that the airman 
dreads. I've been lost In a cloud In 
France and come down out of It only 
to 11 nd myself flying around among tho 
church steeples of a French town, with 
good chances of killing myself. 

"In a cloud Vou can never tell wheth- 
er you're over the enemy's lines. You 
may come right down Into his trenches 
before you know it. Clouds, the low 
kinds, are the most deadly tilings we 
have to fear."
